The other, for which the School 
of Education has established its 
special 
program , is to train as teachers those al­ 
ready trained in subject m atter areas but 
w ho lack training in teaching methods. 
Last year the College Placement Bureau 
reported about five job opening for each 
graduate who entered the teaching pro fes­ 
sion. Dean Erickson said the shortage 
i- 
especially acute in the elem entary schools 
but it is rapidly reaching into the 
high 
.schools as well.

Apparently many people are not 
aw ait

tested fen it. This can be dangerous 
for 
anyone who drives a car—and for the rest 
of us—but today many states require this 
test before issuing an operator s license. 
A typical exam ple comes from

who writes: “I recently had to take a phy­ 
sical exam ination for work and was told I 
am color blind. Please tell me what color 
blindness is and w hether anything can be 
done about it”” 
IT IS R E M A R K A B L E 
that 
ordinarily 
the Human eye and brain possess the pow­ 
er to distinguish different colors If this did 
riot exist none of us could appreciate the 
enormous variety of color in nature, 
we 
should have tew artists and those engage-* 
in certain occupations wmuld be .severely 
handicapped* 
Color sem e is a quality ot that 
portion 
of the eye know n as the retina, w’hich r e ­ 
cords impressions of light rays and tr a n s ­ 
mits these impressions through the optic 
nerve to the brain. Some colot rays 
are 
not consciously appreciated, and some peo­ 
ple are more aw are of differences in shade- 
of color th an others. 
COLOR BLINDNESS is considered to be 
partial or total There are three 
varieties 
of p artial color blindness: in one there is a 
lack of ability to “see” red; this is knowm 
rn red blindness; in another green is no 
distinguished, and in the third there is a 
deficiency in oeeing 
yellow 
and. 
blue, 


though red and green can be readily iden­ 
tified. The latter is rathei rare. 
The totally color blind are those w ho 
cannot tell any coloi 
from another 
bu' 
only variation rn tilt' 
brightness 
of 
the 
object, To such persons the world 
is 
all 
black, white and gray. 
Color blindness is of 
extreme 
im por­ 
tance, particularly the red-green 
variety. 
in certain occupation such as those in rail­ 
way, air or marine service, 
because 
th* 
ability to discriminate between 
red 
and 
green signals is of vital significance. Keen 
ability to discrimnate colors is also of im ­ 
portance to many w’orkers 
in 
chemicals, 
lithographers, painters, and ot course ar 
fists. 
COLOR BLINDNESS is usually conoid 
t-red inborn, It is believed 
to 
be 
truly 
hereditary and transm itted 
through 
the 
m other to the male children. This us prob­ 
ably responsible for the fact 
that 
color 
blindness is ten times as common among 
the m ale population as among the female 
one man in 25 is s a i d to be affected to some 
degree by color blindness. 
Gail color blindness be 
treated? 
Ti u< 
color blindness cannot be overcome or im ­ 
proved by treatm ent or exercise, 
though 
during the last war some young rn en w h° 
had this difficulty made fewer color m is­ 
takes after a period of training. The most 
im portant feature about colen blindness is 
that those who are afflicted should know 
it and govern their lives accordingly.

Sprinkler Not 


Crop Cure-All 


FAST LANSING-— A sprinkler 
irrigation system in Michigan 
is 
no cure-all for poor crops. 
That’s the warning sounded by 
Michigan State 
farm crops 
spe­ 
cialists and engineers. 
Farm ers 
who are thinking about installing 
a sprinkler system should take a 
good look at their other practices 
first, the specialists insist. 
Agricultural Engineer Ernest H. 
Kidder adm its that irrigation can 
bring alpu t big increases in crop 
yields—if 
other 
conditions 
are 
right during the dry weather. 
But, he points out, irrigation will 
do nothing to solve problems 
of 
erosion—it 
m a y actually increase 
the runoff 
It may aggravate the 
condition of poorly drained soils, 
and irrigation m a y create a drain­ 
age problem on formerly 
well- 
drained soils—if the 
farm er ap­ 
plies too much water. 
Irrigation alone, he adds, will do 
nothing to im prove fertility of poor 
soil conditions. 
Farm Cropsman Milo B. Tesar 
indicates 
this 
after 
citing nine 
years of 
Michigan 
experiments 
with irrigation of pastures: 
A farm er in Michigan generally 
can expect only a 
small margin 
of profit W'ith irrigation on 
pas­ 
tures. If he uses other good prac­ 
tices, he can raise more forage us­ 
ually. But the cost of labor and

irrigation 
system som etim es 
n ight pay for the additional for­ 
age.
